‘An attempt has been made in the Wash- 


- Ington dispatches’ to defend the action of one 


of the House committees in agreeing to rec- 


ommend the extension of the steam-shovel 


patent monopoly. The only value of the 
defense is, that it shows that the objections to 
this extraordinary have struck home. 
It is stated that the owners of the patent 
have not yet made large enough fortunes. 
They have made fortunes, but not as big 
ones as they would like. That is no reason 
for the extension of the monopoly, which has 
already lasted seventeen years, for the United 
States does not guarantee by giving a patent 
that the patentee shall make a princely fort- 
une out of the public. It only guarantees 
that for seventeen years he shall have a 


chance to make his pile. If he doesn’t suc- 
‘ceed as well as he had hoped, that is his and 


not the Government’s lookout. 

It is further stated that the elevator-men 
of Buffalo do not oppose the extension.

| HOG PRODUCTS. 

The recent agitation about the exclusion of 
our pork products from Germany and France 
lends additional interest to the current sta- 
tistics of hog-packing, though it can scarcely 
be said that the latter increase the interest 
in the former. Judged in the light of devel- 
opments during the last two weeks, there 
should be little pressure te dispose of the 
proceeds to other foreign buyers than those 


who are our customers now. The packing of 


Chicago during the last three and a half 
months falls 460,000 head, or about 20 per 
cent, below the record for the same time last 
winter; and the hogs that now arrive in this 
city average fully twenty pounds each less 
than those of a year ago. That gives the 


| equivalent to a decrease of over one-quarter 


in the production. As other points in the 
West appear to have fallen off in a nearly 
equal ratio, the result must be a very much 
smaller quantity of material to be offered to 
consumers; and it becomes a serious question 


if there will be much to spare for Western.

REVENUE REDUCTION. 

There is a large class to whom a reduction 
of the Government surplus revenue is the 
strongest argument in favor of the Morrison 
Tariff bill. In order to prejudice such people 
against the measure, the New York Sun 
(Protection Dem.) contends that its effect 
will be to increase the revenue instead of 
reducing it by opening the doors to foreign 
goods which are now shut out by prohibitory 
rates. The shrewdness of the suggestion is 
admitted, and, if it were true, it might justify 
the opposition of those who believe in the 
doctrine of protection, but nevertheless de- 
plore the dangerous excess of revenue. The 
answer is, that the argument is based on false 
assumption. The Morrison bill is not a free- 
trade nor even a tariff for revenue measure. 
The Sun has said so over and over again, 
and has taunted the revenue-reform Demo- 
crate with the fact. The measure is not de- 
signed to encourage imports, nor will it have 
that effect to any appreciable extent. The 
American manufacturers could afford to 
remit fully one-half of the bounty they 
enjoy under the present tariff if their raw 
materials were puton the free list without 
feeling foreign competition. But the Morri- 
son bill proposes a reduction of only 20 per 
cent at most, and on many things less than 
that, and on some no reduction. To assume 
that it will precipitate a flood of foreign goods 
on the American market is to conelude that 
the domestic manufacturers, to gratify their 
resentment, will put up their prices beyond 
the selling scale, because the ruling prices 
for many lines of American goods are now 
lower than the import prices of competing 
articles would be under a tariff reduced by 20 
per cent below the present rates. It is also 
necessary in order to sustain the increased- 
revenue view to maintain that, having shut 
themselves out of the home market by rais- 
ing the price of their goods, the American 
manufacturers would then close their mills, 
blow out their furnaces, and leave the field to 
the foreign manufacturers. Such an assump- 


tion absurd. 


The most familiar illustration of the oper- 
ation of the proposed reduction by the Morri- 
son bill is to be found in steel rails. The 
Sun uses it. It says that the present fate 
of duty on steel rails is so high that none are 
imported; and then it adds: But reduce 
the duty toa rate which makes importation 


' practicable and a very large sum in the 


Treasury would be the consequence.” But 
the rate proposed by the Morrison bill would 


not reduce the duty to an extent which would 


make it practicable to import steel rails.

further reduction of 20 per cent would not 
admit a single foreign rail to competition in 
the American market and would not increase 
the Government’s revenue one dollar by in- 
creased importations. The same will be 
found to be true of nearly every article of 
home manufacture which is subjected to for- 
eign competition. The price of the Ameri- 
can article being in nearly every instance 
lower than the foreign article can be sold for 
in this market after a 20 per cent reduction 
in present duty, it follows that there will be 
little or no increase in importation and con- 
sequently no increase in revenue; but a re- 
duction of the duty on the foreign goods now 
imported which shall continue to be im- 
ported will necessarily offset a 20 per cent 


reduction of revenue. All such articles will 


fall in price to the consumers at once. 
While the proposed rate will not have the 
effect of lowering the prices of many articles 
it will secure to consumers present moderate 
rates. It will prevent combinations of manu- 
facturers from ‘‘ booming their prices up to 
the old inflation and war rates and 
fleecing the public just as soon as they shall 
have worked off the surplus stock and can 
pool“ to limit production and establish a 
higher scale of prices. They understand this, 
and therefore are fighting the proposed re- 
duction which will prevent them overcharg- 
ing consumers for their goods.

A POLITE invitation has been given by the 
State Senate of Connecticut to the United 
States Senators representing them in Wash- 
ington to recede from their foolish opposi- 
tion to the Mexican treaty. That opposition 
was based on the supposititious injury that 
would be done to Connecticut Valley tobacco 
by the competition of Mexican tobacco. But 
the people of the State, through their Legis- 
lature, declare that they refuse to admit that 
this is a fact or a legitimate reason. There 
are scores of manufacturing companies in 
Connecticut any one of which produces more 
than all the tobacco-growers together. One 
of the State Senators proved by figures that 
the total value of the tobacco crop was less 
than that of the water-power of the not very 
important town of Wallingford. The total 
value of the tobacco crop is $38,500,000; the 
manufacturing product of the State is $186,- 
000,000. The tobacco plea is a demand that 
the chances of marketing a part of $186,000,- 
000 of manufactures in Mexico shall be sacri- 
ficed for fear that a market for part of 
$3,500,000 of tobacco may be lost; and 
even those who have no head for 
mathematics can see that that is not 


a falr proposition. Mexico has an annual 


purchasing power of $200,000,000, but she 
makes all but 5 per cent of her purchases 


-from European nations, and only 5 per cent 


from the nation which lies next door to her. 
The probabilities are that the profits on the 
clocks and tableware alone which Connecti- 
cut would sell in Mexico would far more than 


offset any possible loss on its tobacco, admit- 


ting that the latter would amount to any- 
thing, which we very much doubt. The 
whole question involved for Connecticut is, 
„Shall we shape our legislation 80 as to 
protect 5 or 186?” ‘Very sensibly they have 
decided that numbers must have the pref- 
eyence over “‘remnant.” The same propor- 
tion underlies every tariff question, but the 
difficulty has been that the noisy few have so 
far managed to make the tariffmakers be- 
lieve that they were the whole country..

THE TWO DISEASED HORSES KILLED—A 
QUARANTINE. | 
The death sentence passed by Dr. N. H. 
Paaren, the State Veterinarian, on the two 
giandered horses owned by J. Köhler, of Nos. 
61 and 63 North Wells street, was executed yes- 
terday. Louis Kistler, Justice of the Peace, 
was notified of the condemnation of the ani- 


mals, and he, in accordance with thé provisions 


of the statute for the suppression and preven- 
tion of the spread of contagious diseases, ap-

County-Physician Bluthardt and Dr. Krost, 
his assistant, met with an unusual experience 
yesterday morning while trying to perform a 
post-mortem examination on the body of a little 
boy named John Devine, aged 12 years, at No.

Devine was the lad who 
claimed to have deen struck with a 
shovel two weeks ago by John Mieze 
at the North Side Gas-Works. Mileze was ar- 
rested and released on bail. Dr. Hess made a 
thorough examination of the boy at the time, 
but failed to discover any signs of the injuries 
from which Devine believed he suffered. He 
died late Sunday night, and the Coroner ordered 
a post-mortem. When the doctors arrived at 
the Chatham street house they were met by 
Mrs. Devine, who was surrounded by a crowd 
of friends, and they immediately began to pro- 
test against the proceeding. The physicians 
ed that the law required the perform- 
ance of their duty and moved toward the door.

REPAIRING WATER-PIPES. 
A TENANT CANNOT MAKE A NUISANCE OF HIM- 
SELF. 

The case of Periberg against Fitzgerald came 
up before Judge Tuley on a demurrer. This 
was a bill filed by a landlord against his tenant 
to prevent him from interfering when the for- 
mer attempted to repair the water-pipes on the 
tenant’s premises. It seems that Fitzgerald 


then asked permission to go into Fitzgeraid’s 

mises to get at the pipes, but the tenant re- 

sed to allow him to do so on the ground that 
bis lease gave no such right. The Judge held 
on the demurrerz that even though the lease 
did not give the landlord power to enter, a 
tenant could not make a nuisance of himself 
and cut the water off from the tenants above 
him, and the landlord had- the right in such a 
case toenter on the premises and make the 
necessary repairs. The demurrer was over-
